ment in a public news- paper render the medicine leſs effi- 


cacious or valuable? In the eye of reaſon it ſhould ſeem. 


Potherwiſe; but if the aſſertions of our adverſaries may be 


credited, one ſingle advertiſement ſubverts the whole maſs 
ok ingredients, deſtroys the nature of the compoſition, and 
takes away all its power. 

Yet what is there in a news-paper that ſhould occaſion 
this mighty diſgrace ? They were at firſt, indeed, merely 
conveyancers of polilical informationdiſcloſing the ſe- 
crets of miniſterial councils, and preſaging to the public a 
future peace or war; but their plan has ſince been ma- 
terially altered and improved; they are now become the 
vehicles of genera] information; and there is ſcarcely any 
article in lite, of which we ſtand in need, but what an 
advertiſement will more eaſily procure than any other 
means we can deviſe. People are thoroughly convinced of 
this advantage, and hence it 1s that advertiſements are ſo 
numerous in all our news-papers : They form a conſide- 


rable part of their contents, and to men of buſineſs are 


certainly the moit valuable. The Merchant, by this means, 
knows the departure, voyages and arrivals of his veſſels ; 
the Sport/man is preſented with an account of the country 


races, as alſo with the ſales of horſes and their pedigrees ; 


the Farmer ſees the ſtate of the harveſt through the king- 
dom, and reads of the improvements in huſbandry ; and 
the Tradeſinan has a variety of information, which at 
once pleaſes and inſtructs him, Nor are the Ladies

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exempt from deriving advantages from a news-paper. In 
that they trace the progreſs of faſhion through all its vari- 
ous windings, learn who appeared the moſt brilliant at the 
ball or in the drawing-room, ſee when all the places of di- 
verſion open and ſhut, are informed who ſells the moſt 
valuable perfumes, and read a long liſt of births and mar- 
riages; whilſt the Humane Chriſtian, whoſe heart melts at 
the woes of his fellow mortals, may find, from reading the 
news. papers, an ample field for exerciſing that greateſt of 
all chriſtian virtues—Charity ! 
And yet ſhall it be reckoned a crime, if the old or feeble 
bl invalid, whoſe inſirmities confine him from the buſy world, 
but who is ſtill deſirous of knowing how affairs go on, and 
therefore reads the News ; ſhall it be reckoned a crime, if in 
the ſame paper that he reads for amuſement, he reads alſo 
how he may be relieved from his affliction? The proprietors 
of many medicines have no reſource but this. The en- 
trance to every other path is ſhut againſt them ; they are 
therefore the laſt perſons that ſhould be ſpoke againſt for 
following this ſerviceable method. ; 

The cures done by the faculty are ſuch as muſt excite 

wonder and gratitude of all who have been witneſs to them; 
but did there yet remain one ſingle diſorder which they can- 
not cure, a medicine calculated to remove ſuch complaint, 
and which is able to remove it, is certainly deſerving public 
protection and encouragement. :

How numerous are the accounts which are thus pro- 
duced of perſons being cured by this means ! and how 
ſincere a pleaſure muſt every feeling mind receive from a 
peruſa] of ſuch valuable cures, and from the reflection, that 
we are not deſtitute of remedies for our moſt dangerous

But as the moſt noble deſigns and beſt inſtitutions are 
ſubject to pervertion, it would be a want of candour in de- 
fending the mode of advertiſing medicines, 1f we did not 
at the ſame time expreſs our juſt abhorrence of the villainy 
of thoſe impoſtors, who make ule of this method to rob the 
umvary not only of their money, without affording relief 
to them, but a great many even of their lives. A ſubje& 
wherein our lives are ſo materially concerned, is too ſeri— 
ous and important to be treated on with levity, or with a 
deſign of furthering the private intereſt of any claſs of 
people; and therefore can be no excuſe for him, who, to 
anſwer this ſelfiſh purpoſe, would endeavour to eſtabliſh 
erroneous principles among the multitude, and perſuade 
them to the application of medicines, which deſtroy in- 
ſtead of curing them. 

In general, however, theſe kinks of impoſtors confine 
themſelves to a certain indelicate complaint, which hath 
been fatal to many young perſons of both ſexes. Unhappy 
objects! borne away by a fondneſs for inordinate pleaſure, 
Or 
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or ruined perhaps, by ſome deceitful wretch, they are in- 
ſenſibly led on to this prattice, and ere they reach the 
meridian of their lives, they fall a prey to an infamous 
diſeaſe. The fear of publiſhing their ſituation frequently 
prevents them ſeeking a timely remedy, and the poiſon in 
the mean while ſpreads through all their veins, till at length 
they are reduced to the diſagreeable neceſſity of ſubmitting 
to the moſt torturing operations, or of ſinking into the 
grave amidſt inconceivable agonies.

NCIENT medical writers have been at much trouble 
in diſtinguiſhing the various diſorders of the ſkin, of 

hich they have made up a very conſiderable catalogue; 

but the denomination of Scurvy hath, in modern times, 


een given to the whole claſs, as well as to all cutaneous 
Weruptions whatever; nor is it meant here to attempt the 
Wiltinftion, as the remedy propoſed is applicable to all the 
Wilorders ranked under that head. | 

The Scurvy, in many parts of the world, is conſidered 
san endemic evil, and for above a century was the ſcourge 
i Europe, In armies it hath frequently been reckoned : 
to

to deſtroy more lives than the ſword; and where it does 
not by itſelf riſe to ſo viſible a calamity, is frequently a 
dreadful addition to the malignity of other diſeaſes. 

The real Scurvy occurs in different habits and in diffe- 
rent conftitutions. Other diſeaſes are often miſtaken tor $ 
this, and this is as frequently miſtaken for other complaints. 
It may (Dr. Lind obſerves) take its origin from many 
cauſes, perhaps little ſuſpected to give riſe to ſuch a diſ- WM 
order, It may be occaſioned after a fever, by unſound, 4 
viſcera, or by a vitiated ſtate of the blood; and, experi- 
ence has ſufficiently proved, that many of thoſe obſtinate 
caſes which occur in patients who have undergone repeat- 


ed courſes of mercury for a ſuppoſed venereal taint, are 
really ſcorbutic. Perſons whoſe conſlitutions are here- 1 
ditarily liable to the ſcorbutic corruption, cannot bear the 
operation of mercury in any form or ſhape whatever, even 
in a very ſmall quantity; therefore when that medicine 
hath been freely and injudiciouſly adminiſtered to them, 
it more particularly diſpoſes that conſtitution to receive the 
ſcorbutic taint from any obvious external cauſe, 

This diſeaſe is hereditary in many conſtrtutions, and it 
may alſo be contracted by a variety or complication of exe | 
ternal cauſes, the chief of which are a cold and moiſt air, 
damp rooms, beds and clothes, groſs viſcid food, and want | 
of exerciſe ; and whatever cloſes the pores of the ſkin, and | 
leſſens or obſtrutts perſpiration. ; 

It is ſo general a diſorder that few people are free from it, 
and its ſymptoms are ſo various and uncertain, that it can 


be no wonder it is ſo frequently miſtaken for other com- 
plaints

plaints. A ſcorbutic humour in the blood does not 
always manifeſt itſelf outwardly by blotches and ſpots upon 
the ſkin ; but often lurks within, and occaſions ſuch ſymp- 
toms that the patient has no idea that the effetts are pro- 
duced by ſuch a cauſe. 

A very common conſequence of a ſcorbutic habit is 
Nulcerated lungs.

Scorbutic complaints were for a long ſeries of years 
imagined to be far beyond the power of medicine; and 
many an unhappy mortal has gone through the whole 
Materia Medica for this diſorder, without receiving any 
real benefit : Sea- Water has been tried without effect; the

and recover the leper,” without calling /hem/elves upon the 
name of the Lord, and applying the means which he hath 
appointed. Indeed, it is much to be lamented, that very 
few people have ſufficient confidence in the means which 
Providence hath put in their own power, for eradicating 
this troubleſome diſorder ; not reflecting, that all medicine 
will be taken in vain, if they do not aſſiſt its operations by 
a proper attention to other particulars. No 
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No ſymptom of this diſorder is more diſagreeable to the 
patient, than the ſcorbutic ulcer ; and there is no ſymptom, 
perhaps, to which improper remedies are more generally 
applied, —* With reſpect to the uſe of Mercury in theſe 
kind of ulcers, it ought always to be had in view, that in 
ſuch as are really ſcorbutic, inſtead of acting as a remedy, 
if given in any conſiderable quantity, it proves almoſt a 
certain poiſon.” —Bell on Ulcers. And indeed a long-con- 


W tinned uſe of Mercury is in no caſe free from danger, as it 


evidently colliquates the whole maſs of blood, weakens the 
nerves, and brings on tremors and palſies. | 

Dr. Lind, in his univerſally admired Treatiſe on the 
Scurvy, ſpeaking of real ſcorbutic ulcers, ſays, * The 
ſlighteſt bruiſes and wounds of ſcorbutic perſons degenerate 
into ſuch ulcers;” but Mercury, he adds, © in a truly 
ſcorbutic ulcer, is the moſt dangerous and pernicious medi- 
cine that can be adminiſtered.

PARTICULAR OBSE RVATIONS. 
" SCURVY.—Perſons of a ſcorbutic habit ſhould chuſe a 


warm, dry ſituation, with a pure air; and when the atmo- 
ſphere 1s moiſt, they ſhould go well clothed, and ſhift often 
wuh dry linen. Cleanlineſs of body, moderate exerciſe, 
the uſe of the fleſh-bruſh, or frictions with dry cloths, are all 
very ſerviceable. People ought not to feed too much upon 
flops in this complaint ; but the diet ſhould be light and 
ealy of digeſtion, conſiſting chiefly of a due mixture of 
animal and vegetable ſubſtances; but all food ſhould be 
good, ſound, plain and ſimple in its kind, ſuch as will 
readily be converted into chyle, and tends to render the whole 
maſs of humours mild, ſoft and balſamic.

fearfulneſs; taking away the ſenſe of fulneſs, though pre- 
ſently after meals, and cauſing a hypochondriac gnawing 
appetite, Theſe ſymptoms are very little inferior to; what 
the moſt poiſonous vegetables we have in England would 
occaſion, when dried and uſed in the ſame manner.” 

From the ill effects of tea, we may in a great meaſure 
attribute the general effeminacy of the age ; for it mocks 
the ſirong appetite, and ſatiates it with light trifling food. 
The bold and brave become daſtardly, the ſtrong become 
weak, women unhealthful, and children ricketty ; in ſhort, 
it gives an effeminate weakly turn to the people un general.

1 would be of little ſervice to a patient afflicted with this 


omplaint, to know the various opinions of authors 


concerning the origin of it, and the exact time of its ap- 
pearance in Europe. It is of much more conſequence for 
him to aſcertain when he has received the infection; and 
if ſo, the method he ought to purſue, in order to obtain a 
ſate and perfect cure; for few, very few, whether of the 
faculty or otherwiſe, are ſo happy in the management of the 
Lues Venerea as it could be wiſhed, —Waving, therefore, 
all uſeleſs introduction, it is intended only to point out the 
various modes by which it may be contratted, the ſymp- 
toms by which a perſon may be convinced of having re- 
ceived the infection, the danger of improper treatment, and 
a ſafe, eaſy and certain mode of obtaining a cure. 
Technical terms will be avoided as much as poſſible, and 
every neceſſary information delivered in the moſt plain and 
conciſe language; this little tract being intended for the 
inſtruction of the ignorant, and not for the criticiſing eye 


ol the learned. 


There 
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There is not, perhaps, amongſt all the diſeaſes to which 
human nature is ſubje&, any attended with more diſmal 
conſequences than the venereal ; and to add to its own at- 


tendant calamities, there is not any that has experienced 


worle treatment; the patient, in many caſes, ſuffering more 
from the ignorance of the practitioner, than from the ma- 
lignity of the diſeaſe, whilſt the unhappy object of its rage 
ſeldom obtains even the compaſſion of his fellow mortals, 
ſince his ſufferings are generally ſuppoſed to ariſe from the 
gratification of luſt and inordinate paſſions. 

The moſt common way of contracting this complaint be- 
ing by coition, has affixed an idea of criminality on thoſe 
infected with it, which frequently renders diſguiſe neceſ- 
ſary, and obliges the unfortunate patient to conceal his 
ſituation too long, or make application to thoſe ignorant 


perſons who promiſe a ſpeedy and ſecret cure; but who in 


reality only fix the diſeaſe deeper in the ſyſtem, and by 
haſtily removing the w/tble ſymptoms, make that a con- 
firmed caſe, and ſometimes an incurable malady, which 
was at firſt only a flight infection. It is ſcarce poſſible for 
even the firſt ſtage of this diſeaſe to be cured effectually and 
ſpeedily at ine fame time; thoſe patients are deceived there- 
fore who are taught to believe it. Two or three weeks, 
(ſays an eminent phyſician) and ſometimes five or ſix are 
neceſſary to carry off a gonorrhea, even by the molt proper 
treatment ;” for the time neceſlary to eradicate the infec- 
tion depends upon ſuch a variety of circumſtances that it is 
impoſſible to fix any preciſe period. 
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W 1: is much to be lamented, however, that diſguiſe in this 
aſe ſhould be ſo often thought neceſſary, not only as it 
W.-nders a cure more difficult, but becauſe the diſeaſe may

OF THE 


VENEREAL INFECTION, 
NOTWITHSTANDING the variety of treatiſes which 


have been publiſhed on this ſubjef, no more is known 
concerning the nature of the venereal poiſon than about 
that of the ſmall-pox, or any other contagion. It has not 
yet been diſcovered, whether the poiſon has different de- 
grees of acrimony and volatility, or whether it is always 
the ſame in its nature, varying only with regard to the par- 
ticular part to which it is applied, or according to the dif- 
ſerent habit or conſtitution of the perſon who receives the 
infection. | 

How long the venereal poiſon may lurk in the body be- 
fore it produces any ſenſible effects, is a matter of equal 
uncertainty, There are few practitioners but what mult 
have obſerved inſtances of its remaining dormant for weeks, 
or even months; nay ſome have aſſerted it to have broke 
out with unequivocal ſymptoms after remaining harmleſs 
for half a year. Theſe, however, are rare inſtances, as in 
general the firſt ſymptoms appear on the ſecond, third or 
fifth day after impure coition. 


Whilſt 
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Whilſt mankind in general are eaſily affected by 1}; 
poiſon, there are ſome few who ſeem to be altogether un. 
ſuſceptible of the contagion, and who run every riſk with. 
out ſuffering in the ſmalleſt degree. Some are more liable 


to be infected than others, ſeemingly of the fame habit; j 


and thoſe who have been once infected appear to be more 
hable to catch the diſorder a ſecond time, than thoſe who 
never were infected before. The ſame difference is ob. 


ſervable in the progreſs made by ihe diſeaſe aſter the patient 


is infected. In ſome the progreſs is ſlow, and the diſeaſe 


appears ſcarcely to gain any ground, while in others it 


advances with the utmoſt rapidity, and ſoon produces the 
moſt terrible ſymptoms. 


Two cauſes, indeed, might be aſſigned for the mildneſs 
or malignancy of the ſymptoms, viz. the conſtitution of the 
perſon receiving the infection, and the virulency of the 
virus received. Perſons who have been uſed to live regu- 
lar and of a good habit, one might ſuppoſe, would be ſub- 
ject to fewer as well as milder ſymptoms, than thoſe whoſe 
fluids are in a groſs and corrupt ſtate ; but this not being 
always the caſe, we may conclude that in ſuch patients, a 


ſeverity of ſymptoms is occaſioned by the malignancy of 
the venom received, which is ſometimes of ſo corroſive a 


nature, as to penetrate immediately into all parts wherever 
it comes,

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Or COMMUNICATING THE DISEASE. 


THIS complaint differs indeed from moſt others, be- 
Wc auſe that /ey, both acute and chronical, may ariſe from

But the following is, perhaps, one of the moſt extraor- 
dinary inſtances upon record, of the propagation of this 
dreadful malady : * On the 22d of April, 1785, a young 
child belonging to William Parſons, on Milford-Hill, 
Salſbury, died of the Lues Venerea, after a lingering illneſs. 
It appears that in the abſence of its parents, it had ſrequently 
been intruſted to the care of an old blind woman, who 
ſuffered it to paſs into the hands of an unhappy female 
labouring under that diſtemper, and who unintentionally 
communicated the infection by means of chewing ſome 
rictuals for it.“ 

A very remarkable inſtance will be found amongſt the 
caſes hereaſter inſerted, of a perſon receiving the infection 
from the ſeat of a privy. 

Various therefore are the ways by which this contagion 
may be contracted; however, the moſt frequent mode be- 
ing by unlawful embraces, and conſequently the ſymptoms 
more generally ariſing about the genitals, it will be proper 
to dwell a little upon the deſcription of the three different 
ages of the diſeaſe, and its various ſymptoms.

/ ALTHOUGH, in the preſent age a virulent running 
is one of the moſt frequent circumſtances to be met with in 
practice, and few perſons are infected but what perceive 
this to be one of the firſt ſymptoms of infection; yet the 
ſame indications and conſequences are not always the effect 
thereof, For in many caſes, gentle cooling medicines, an 
emollient bath, and a ſimple injection will carry off the 
infection in a few days; whilſt in others, it frequently 
happens that the inflammation increaſes, more alarming 
{ymptoms appear in a little time, notwithſtanding the ap- 
plication of cooling medicines; and if the running be 
checked by injection or from any accidental cauſe, before 
the infection is totally ſubdued, a ſwelling of the teſticles, 
a bubo, or ſome other alarming attendant is produced. It 
is, therefore, very evident, that all caſes of gonorrhœa are 
not venereal. It has, indeed, been but too common a prac- 
tice to treat all caſes as venerea/, wherever a gonorrhœa has 


been

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been the prevailing ſymptom ; whereas there are, ſtrictly 
ſpeaking, THREE kinds of gonorrhœa, viz. 1. The ſimple 
or benign gonorrhea, which will he treated of hereafter ; 
2. The v:rulent gonorrhea, or Clap, not venereal x and g. 
The venereal gonorrhea, properly ſo called. 

It appears to be owing in a great meaſure, to the want of 
making a proper diſtinction between the two laſt-mentioned 
ſpecies, that ſo much harm hath been done by the admini- 
ſtration of Mercury; which (however ſucceſsfully employ- 
ed in the chancre,. or ſecond Rage of the venereal diſeaſe) 
is very improper in this ſtage, and in the virulent gonorrhea 
not venereal is manifeſtly injurious. Perhaps no criterion 
is yet diſcovered whereby to aſcertain, on its fir/# appear- 
ance, whether this diſcharge is to be pronounced a virulent 
or a venereal gonorrhœa; therefore in what I call the Firſt, 
or Gonorrhcea ſtage, I include not only that which is 
ſtrictly venereal, and which is ſucceeded or accompanied 
by chancres, &c. but alſo the gonorrhœa virulenta, where 
no ſuch ſymptoms ſucceed ; or in ſhort, all the different 
ſpecies of this diſeaſe which are communicated by a ſound 
perſon having connection with an infected one, and in 
which the firſt ſymptom is a diſcharge from the urethra. 


| Becauſe, in the firſt place, there is no certain mode of diſ- 


tinftion ; 2dly, they all ariſe from the ſame apparent cauſe, 
viz. impure coition ; and laſtly, the ſame mode of treat- 
ment is neceſſary, even if it be venereal, in this ſtage of 


the diſorder.

The firſt obſervable ſymptom is generally an agreeable | 
ſenſation in the whole or greateſt part of tlie urinary pal- 
ſage ; probably no diſcharge is then obſervable; but an 
itching, with a ſmall degree of pain in the genitals, gene- 
rally precedes a running, which diſtilling from the urethra 
occaſions a {mall degree of titillation, particularly at the 


infection the ſpots on the linen appear of a kind of water- 
colour ;- as the diſorder advances freſh ſymptoms ariſe, and 
the former ones become more violent : The running gra- 
dually changes both in colour and conſiſtence, and becomes 
yellow, greeniſh, and ſometimes ſtreaked with blood, 
There is an inflammation and ſwelling about the orifice of 
the urethra; the erection becomes painful, involuntary, 
more frequent and laſting than when natural, and moſt 
troubleſome when the patient is warm in bed. All the 
ſymptoms become more intenſe as the diſorder arrives to- 
wards its height: The heat of urine is ſo extremely acute, 
that the patient dreads making water, though he feels a 
conſtant deſire for it, and yet it is rendered but by a few

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and a ſenſe of fullneſs is felt about the ſeat ; the running 18 
ſharp and plentiful; and it is accompanied, perhaps, by 
yelled teſticles, or ſome of the following diſagreeable 
ſymptoms : 

Pliymoſis, which is a conſtriction of the prepuce over the 
glans, which prevents its being drawn backwards. 

Paraphymoſis, on the contrary, is when the prepuce is 
conſtricted behind the glans, and cannot be brought for- 
ward. 

Chorde is a painful contraction of the under part of the 
penis at the time of erection, and then only, the ſenſation 
being as if it was pulled down with a cord. | 

Buboes. The general ſeat of theſe ſwellings or tumours 
is in the groin. In the beginning the patient feels a ſtiffneſs 
in the groin, particularly in walking; the ſwellings at 
length appear, which are ſore if touched, hard, and gradu- 
ally increaling become painful and inflamed ; the ſhape of 
a bubo is round or oblong, and its ſize various, ſometimes 
as large as an egg, and ſometimes conſiderably larger. 
Venereal buboes are of two kinds; ſometimes they ariſe 
ſolely from the contagion paſſing directly to the affected 
gland, and there fixing itſelf. From the diſcharge being 
too ſmall, or the unſeaſonable application of ſtyptic and 
aſtringent injections, whereby the virus which ought to 


have been diſcharged by a gleet is injudiciouſly ſuppreſſed, 


a bubo often ariſes, and is then a ſymptomatical dileaſe; 


but if it ariſes without any late infection, it is then a ſign of 


a confirmed Lues, of which more hereafter, | 
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The above ſymptoms, altho' generally ſuppoſed to be 
evident marks of a venereal infection, are, nevertheleſs, 
ſometimes doubtful ; for they may all ariſe from a virulent 
gonorrhea, not venereal. 
Females may ſo. netimes miſtake the firſt appearance of 
this complaint for the Fluor Albus; but in the latter the dif. 
charge is muchgreater, nor is it often attended with that heat, 


{mart and inflammation, experienced in venereal caſes. 


INSTRUCTIONS.—Some people (from what motive 
I will not pretend to determine) inveigh ſtrongly againſt 
the parade, as they falſely term it, of application for ad- 
vice in theſe caſes. But he only betrays his ignorance who 
aſſerts that the moſt copious general inſtructions may not 
in particular inſtances require ſome alteration ; and he 
muſt be a bigot indeed, as well as deſtitute of at leaſt all 
practical knowledge, who believes any medicine to be ſo 
perfectly efficacious in itſelf that its operations cannot re- 
ceive any aſſiſtance from the experience of a judicious 
practitioner. Who then ſhould a patient under a courſe 
of any public medicine apply to in particular circumſtances 
but to the perſon whoſe ſituation ought to enable him to 
give the information required ? If we employ what is call- 
ed a regular bred praftitioner, we naturally expect him to 
be anſwerable for his mode of treatment in every diſeaſe ; 
and whatever ſtation in the community a perſon may for- 
merly have filled, when he becomes the proprietor of one 


ſecret preſcription, which may affect the health and lives of 


thouſands of mankind, ſurely it becomes his duty to make 
the effetts and operations of ſuch medicine his particular 
ſtudy 


habe aud Sek.

ſtudy, and to enable himſelf to give every poſſible aſſiſlance 
to the intrinſic value of his remedy. If he does not per- 
form this duty he does not deſerve the confidence of the 
public; and it is but a miſerable conſolation to a patient 
who wiſhes to be informed of ſome particular circumſtance, 
to be told, © I make the medicine agreeable to the recipe, 
but I know nothing further.” 

But to return. As the immediate verſonal application is 
not always either convenient or agreeable, it may not be 
improper to add a few inſtructions for thoſe not ſufficiently 
acquainted with the proper mode of conducting themſelves 
after infection; for though the elegant medicine herein 
recommended removes the moſt diſagreeable ſymptoms 
without any other application, yet proper meaſures may be 
taken to prevent the rapidity of the malady before it may 
be convenient to obtain that remedy ; and as private in- 
tereſt ought always in ſome degree to give way to general 
utility, it is my with to put every patient who depends on 
me for relief to as little expence as poſſible, by giving him 
every information that may haſten a cure. 

And firſt it will be neceſſary to caution the reader againſt 
applying ſtyptic injections to check the running; for if 
the diſcharge be imprudently ſtopped, before the infection 
be carried off by medicines which cleanſe the parts and 
evacuate the poiſon, a confirmed pox will be the conſe- 
quence. 

* It is but fair to acknowledge (ſays an eminent writer) 
that where there is virulence in a gonorrhcea, our art can- 
not cure it ſpeedily and effetually at the ſame time. There- 
fore 
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fore the patient onght not to expett, nor the phyſician to 
promiſe it. There is danger of the diſorder being carried 
into the habit by every thing which ſtops the diſcharge be. 
fore the infection be removed; and this ſtoppage may be 
occaſioned by violent exercife of any kind, hard labour, 
ſtrong purging, catching cold, or a fever fit, while under a 
courſe of phyſic. 

To expedite the cure is to allay the inflammation, appeaſe 
the heat of urine, ſoſten the juices, and lubricate the paſ- 
ſage of the urethra. For this purpoſe as ſoon as a perſon 
has reaſon to ſuſpect himſelf infe*ted, and has not con- 
venience to apply for advice or proper remedies, he ſhould 
ſtrictly obſerve a cooling regimen, avoid all high ſeaſoned 
or ſalted provifions ; he ſhould drink plentifully of barley 
water, milk and water, wizey, linſeed tea, &c. take care 
of cold, beware of venereal enjoy ments, and avoid all vio- 
lent exerciſe. He ſhould keep his body gently open, but 
by all means avoid ſtrong draſtic purges. A little cream of 
tartar will ſometimes anſwer the purpoſe; or he may ſend 
to an apothecary for the following, which I have always 
found to be very proper : | 
| Lenitive Electuary, one ounce. 

Jalap and Rhubarb, of each two ſcruples, 
Nitre, four ſcruples. 
Simple Syrup, q. ſ. for an eleftuary. | 

Of this he may take about the ſize of a nutmeg, once, 
twice or thrice a day as he finds it neceſſary to keep his body 
laxative. By theſe means he will be better prepared for 
the operation of proper remedies.

On the firſt ſymptoms of inflammation, he ſhould get 
milk and water of a moderate warmth, in a half pint or pint 
ſtone veſlel, and ſoak the penis well in it two or three times 
a day, particularly at night; and after each ſoaking if he 


perceives any particular inflammation, he ſhould there ap- 


ply a little elder ointment, which he may get at any drug- 
giſt's or apothecary's, It will alſo be of infinite ſervice if 
a little milk and water or linſecd tea be injected up the 
urethra, or urinary paſſage, at the ſame time. 

If this method be obſerved on the firſt appearance of any 
inflammatory ſymptom, it will greatly leſſen the virulence 
of the complaint, and conſequently render a cure more 
ealy to be obtained. 

Thoſe whoſe ſituations will not permit them to get milk, 
FEMALES 
ſhould get a ſponge. and bathe and foment the part well. 

Should theſe not be found ſufficient to anſwer the inten- 
tion, the following fomentation will be proper, eſpecially 
if the patient is troubled with a chordee : 

Take Elder and Chamomile flowers, of each half an ounce, 
Marſhmallow leaves, an handful. 
Linſeed, half an ounce, 


muſt uſe water only, but it muſt be warm. 


Boil theſe ingredients in three pints of water till reduced to 
a quart, then ſtrain it off and foment the part well with it 


two or three times a day. 


In caſe of ſtranguary, 
Take Gum Arab. powder 
Crem. Tart. of each equal parts. 
Mix them and take a tea ſpoonful two or three time a day 
in a little water, | In 
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In all ſtages, and in every ſymptom, cleanlinels of the 
parts is to be particularly obſerved ; and in caſe of Phy. 
moſis, a ſyringe muſt be introduced between the foreſkin 
and the nut, ſo as frequently to inject a little milk and 


Water. 


The patient ſnould be particularly careful againſt ſtop- 


ping to evacuate urine in the open air; for althougli this 


is apparently of little ſignification, it is not uncommon for 
the cold air to occaſion a ſudden check to the running, and 
a bubo or ſwelled teſticle to be the conſequence. 

By all means avoid all ſuch remedies as are promiſed to 


| op the running immediately. It is uſual with many prac- 


titioners to apply aſtringent injections; but whenever the 
diſcharge is unſeaſonably reſtrained, and the virulent mat- 
ter thereby blocked up, before the infection is totally car- 
ried off by medicines that cleanſe the parts and evacuate the 


_ poiſon, a confirmed lues will certainly be the conſequence ; 


for reaſon alone ſufficiently points out that if humours flow 


to any particular part and find no paſſage for their running 
off, they muſt ſwell the parts more; therefore ſtopping fluxes 
_ ought to be one of the laſt intentions put in execution, and 
a a virulent gonorrhea ought never to be ſtopped till proper 


revulſions are made and correctives have preceded : then, 
and then only may corroborants be applied. 

A celebrated writer on this ſubjeft defines the venereal 
virus to be * an extremely fine, volatile, ſaline fluid, ſub- 
tile, attractive, corroſive, and very penetrating.” No one, 
perhaps, will queſtion the truth of this definition. Now it 
may eaſily be conceived how readily a fluid of this nature 
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is abſorbed through the pores of ſuch a ſoft and ſenſible part 
as the penis, during the local heat in the att of coition. It 
is natural to ſuppoſe that as the heat abates, the pores gradu- 
ally cloſe, and by that means ſhut up this infeRious fluid, 
The human body being fo framed as to have a general ten- 
dency to throw off whatever is injurious to health, it is the 
duty of a medical practitioner to obſerve which way nature 
points, and to 4% f inſtead of counteradting her intentions, 

It may, therefore, juſtly be aſked, whether it be prudent _ 
to interrupt the progreſs of nature in her intentions of the 
virulent gonorrhœa ?—Tt before the heat in coitu be totally 
abated, and the pores cloſed, a proper detergent was made 
ule of, experience proves that infection might be prevented; 
but after the virus has been abſorbed, and nature has fhewn 
which way ſhe wiſhes to free herſelf, it is certainly wrong to 
counteraft her. This is further confirmed by conſidering 
that in the ſpecies of infection where there is no diſcharge, 
a cure is always mere difficult; and alſo that if the diſcharge 
be too ſmall, a bubo is generally the conſequence. 

It is not here to be underſtood, as objecting to all kinds 
of injection whatever, for it is not the ode, but the com- 
boſition and premature uſe thereof, chat is cenſured. In- 
jections are proper: Even in the moſt inflammatory ſlate 
emollient and anodyne ones are uſeful; and it frequently 
happens that a gleet will remain, after the moſt judicious, 


treatment, which can only be ſtopt by an aſtringent in- 
jection, | 


An attention to theſe particulars in order toabate or leſſen 
the local ſymLto:s, and at.th: ſame time taking regularly 
| _ 
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the Pariſian Vegetable Syrup, in order to eradicate the in. 


fection, will, if taken at an early period, generally put a 
check to the diſeaſe in this ſtage ; but it commonly hap. 
pens to patients who have been repeatedly infected with 
this diſorder that a gleet will remain even after the moſt 
proper treatment : It 1s therefore of the utmoſt conſequence 
for the patient to be aſſured of the venereal virus being 
eradicated, For this purpoſe the following are recom- 
mended as the moſt certain methods : 

When the matter of the running is ſoft and „ 
when the inflammation, ſmart of urine, and ſhooting pains 
are entirely ſubdued ; when the penis is ſo free from all 


pain that it will bear to be ſqueezed, handled, or the glans 


griped, without any complaint of ſoreneſs, more than is 
uſual from a rough handling that member ; when the pa- 


tient is free from involuntary erettions, and the matter is 
* tenacious and ropy ; and above all, if there are the appear- 


ances of little threads of matter reſembling vermicelli float- 
ing in the urine as ſoon as made, or the ſtains on the linen 
become of ſmall extent, not bigger than a pea, the gleet 
may ſafely be ſuppreſſed by a mild injection. 
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OF THE 


SECOND ox CHANCRE STAGE. 


IF the diſorder be what is termed a virulent gonorrhœa 
not venereal, it will moſt aſſuredly be carried off by the 
mode of treatment already preſcribed, without any further 
ſymptoms ariſing ; but if it be a venereal gonorrhea, it will 


ſometimes happen, that after an increaſing inflammatory 


ſtate of ſome days, ſecondary ſymptoms will appear. 

It will be urged that a chancre is frequently the fi7/? token 
to a patient of his having received the infection, and in that 
caſe, cannot be called the /econd ſtage. 'I his muſt be 
granted; but it is here called the ſecond ſtage, becauſe, it 
is in general preceded by an inflammation and diſcharge. 
It is likewiſe a criterion whereby to deterinine the diſeaſe 
to be venereal, and to judge of the propriety and neceſſity 


of adminiſtering mercury, which can never ſafely be done 


it there are none of the ſecondary ſymptoms. 
It will be neceſſary, however, before entering into the 


particulars of this ſtage, to obſerve, that during a courſe of 


the Vegetable Syrup, the uſe of Mercury is not deemed 
neceſſary ; but as this treatiſe is written for general uſe, and 
will therefore probably fall into the hands of many who 
may, either not have the opportunity of procuring the 
Syrup, or elſe be prepoſſeſſed in favour of the ſpecific 
quality of Mercury, this work would not have been 
thought ſufficiently perfect and uſeful, unleſs ſuch perſons 
were inſtructed how and when to apply that remedy with 
propriety, and ſafety, | 

H SYMPTOMS 
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1. SYMPTOMS and INSTRUCTIONS. -C ancres ap- 


pear at firſt like a little eryſipelatous inflammation, with 
i:ching. They reſemble the ulcers in the mouth, com- 
monly known by the name of cankers, and though they 
may appear on any part of the body, are moſtly on or near 
the pubes : There ariſe from the inflammation little red 
pimples, filled with a tranſparent fluid, ſometimes becom- 
ing white; upon theſe breaking ſmall ſpreading ſtubborn 
ulcers are formed, which are painful, inflamed, ſore and 
unequal at the bottom, with hard, aſh coloured edges, 
covered with whitiſh floughs. 

Chancres as well as ulcers of all kinds, ſnould be kept 
clean by waſhing frequently in milk and water. If the 
diſcharge from the urethra be little or none, theſe ſhould 
not be healed up too haſtily ; but if they remain obſtinate 
and the edges become callous, ſprinkle a little red precipi- 
tate thereon after the waſhing, and apply a little dry lint. 

Chry/talines are ſmall thin bladders, filled with a clear 
tranſparent liquor, and are lodged on the prepuce. The 

fluid being let out, they are ſeldom attended with any diſa- 
greeable conſequences. 


Bubo.—This ſymptom will ariſe in every ſtage of the 
diſorder. They ſeldom happen any where but in the groin, 
but inſtances have been known of their ariſing in the arm 
pits. They generally tend very ſlowly to ſuppuration ; it 
is therefore the beſt method to endeavour at diſperſing them. 
— The Vegetable Syrup generally will have this effect of 
itſelf ; but thoſe who think it neceſſary, or with to haſten 
the cure, may rub in about a dram of mercurial ointment 
every 


1 
every night, not upon the bubo, but in the infide of that 
thigh. But if nature particularly points out a ſuppuration, 
and by the increaſe of inflammation that ſtate ſeems ap- 
proaching, the ſooner it is completed, the more perfect and 
ſatisfactory will be the cure. The common bread poultice 
may be applied warm, or if that cannot be complied with, 
a ſoft plaiſter wich galbanum upon it.—Purging muſt, in 
this latter caſe, be forborn, and the diet may be more 
generous. 

Sewelled Ea h ſymptom ariſes either in the ſirſt 
or ſecond ſtage, particularly when the running is unſeaſon- 
ably checked, by cold, hard drinking, ſtrong violent purges, 


violent exerciſe, or che too early uſe of aſtringents. 


Bleeding is ſometimes neceſſary in this ſymptom, il the in- 
flammation runs high. Fomentations are of ſingular ſer— 
vice. Poultices of bread and milk, ſoftened with a little 
oil or elder ointment, are proper, and ought conſtantly to 
be applied when the patient is in bed. When he is up, 
the teſticle ſhould be kept warm, and ſupported by a bag 
truſs, or by a cloth or handkerchief, which may eaſily be 
contrived ſo as to prevent the weight of the teſticle having 
any effett, 

Phymoſts and Paraphymoſes in this ſtage too commonly 
conceal ulcers, therefore ought to be kept perfectly clean 
with a ſyringe; and in ſome caſes it is necellary to have 
the glans ſet at liberty by an inciſion, | 

In all the above caſes, a ſtrict and regular attention to 
adminiſtering the vegetable ſyrup 1s to be obſerved, either 
with or witLoutih2 ad litior a remedies above recommended. 
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But if by neglect, improper treatment, the virulence of 
the infection, or from any other cauſe, the diſorder is not 
Ropped, a confirmed Lues enſues, when the virus being 
actually received into the blood, mixes with the ſeveral 


fecretions, and circulating through every taints the 
whole habit. 


OF THE 


THIRD ox CONFIRMED STAGE. 


IF a perſon having received the infection, attended with 
its local ſymptoms, be properly cured, the complaint never 
returns without a freſh infection; but if through negligence 
of the patient, or improper treatment in the practitioner, | 
the diſorder is not happily ended in its local ſtage, inflead of 
a Gonorrhœa, a Lues Venerea is the conſequence; and the 
diforder returns perhaps a long time after, with an aggra- 
vation of ſome or all its former ſymptoms, and a numerous 
tribe of additional ones. 

The figns of a confirmed Lues are pains in the head and 
Joints, which are particularly troubleſome in the night, and 
when the patient is warm in bed; ſcabs and ſcurty erup— 
tions in various parts, particularly about the mouth, upon 
the forehead and temples, behind the ears and ſpreading 
upon the head, of a yellowiſh colour, reſembling a honey- 

comb; by degrees theſe ſpread over other parts of the body, 
and in time the puſtules are covered with broad cruſty ſcabs, 
that deſtroy the roots of the hair, and baldneſs is the 
conſequence. 


. 
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conſequence. When theſe eruptions ſcale off they leave a 
mark behind nearly of a chocolate colour. Corroding ul- 
cers are ſometimes formed, which beginning about the 
throat gradually creep by the palate towards the cartilage of 
the noſe, which they deſtroy ; the gums become ulcerated, 
the breath offenſive, and the whole fauces painful and in- 
flamed. Sometimes theſe ulcers eating through the bone, 
_ a paſſage is formed from the mouth to the noſe. 

Venereal ulcers happen uponthe palms of the hands, ſoles 
of the feet, behind the ears, in the inſide of the lips, or 


about the anus, which are attended with great ſoreneſs and 


pain, and a thin matter oozes from them. 

If the venereal matter falls on the ears it occaſions a ſing- 
ing noiſe, pain, thickneſs of hearing, and ſometimes total 
deafneſs, whilſt the internal ſubſtance of the ears becomes 
exulcerated, and a caries of the bones follows. 


If it falls on the eyes, the eye-lids are rough, the eyes 


affected with pain, itching, and inflammation, dimneſs of 
fight, ſometimes total blindneſs, and a diſcharge of a ſharp 
watery humour. 

Sometimes excreſcences ariſe in the middle of bones ; 
their ſpongy ends become brittle and eaſily break, or they 
are ſoft and bend like wax. Hard moveable tumours, like 
the King's evil, are formed in the neck, arm-pits, groin, 
&c. and ſometimes the perioſteum ſwelling becomes hard, 
and forms thoſe tumours called nodes. 

Nocturnal pains—that is acute pains in the arms, ſhins, 
joints, and particularly in the head, which come on while 


in bed, and go off towards the morning, generallyW@rment 
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the patient in this ſtage of the diſeaſe. Though ſome of 
theſe are ſuperficial, yet often they are deep fixed, and 
greatly reſemble gouty and rheumatic pains. 

_ Chancres.—Theſe are a ſymptom in the firſt Rage ; but 
in the confirmed ſtate they are generally more callous, are 
in cluſters, and commonly attended with ulcers in the throat, 
nocturnal pains, &c. 

Buboes.— If theſe ariſe any length of time after WIR 


and are accompanied by ſore throat, venereal -ulcers, &c. 


they may be deemed a ſure ſign of a confiimed caſe. 

There are ſymptoms peculiar to the fair ſex, as an over- 
flowing or a ſuppreſſion of the menſes, the whites, ſcirrhus 
or cancer of the breaſts, hyſteric affections, mflammation; 
abſceſs, ſcirrhus, gangrene, ulcer or cancer of the womb ; 
they are frequently barren or ſubje& to abortion ; or if they 
bring children into the world, they are perhaps half rotten. 
It is not to be ſuppoſed, that a/ theſe ſymptoms are al- 
ways to be met with at the ſame time, .or in the ſame pa- 
tient, in either ſtage; but ſo many being deſcribed, a perſon 

may be enabled to judge from the different appearances this 
diſorder puts on, whether he has not juſt grounds to ſup- 
poſe his complaint to be venereal. 

To the aforementioned ſymptomatical catalogue, dread- 
ful as it is, might be added many others, for this direful 
malady frequently puts onthe appearance of other diſorders, 
and hence many unfortunate perſons labour for years under 
afflictions originating from a venereal cauſe, miſtaking them 
for gout or rheumatic pains; alſo palſies, convulſions, aſth- 
mas, &c. may all ariſe from a yeneral taint, for there is 

ſcarcely 
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ſcarcely any diſtemper that has put on ſo many different 
ſhapes, or been attended with ſuch æ variety of ſymptoms; 
and if proper relief be not timely obtained, the vital as well 
as natural and animal functions are depraved; the body be- 
comes emaciated and unfit for motion; and the unfortunate - 
victim awaits with impatience the kind meſſenger of death, 
to put a period to his miſerable exiſtence. 


— — . ————— — 


As the faculty in general have recourſe to mercurial pre- 
parations in this complaint, and as moſt of the compoſitions 
ſold under different titles of pills, drops, tinctures, &c. have 
Mercury for their baſis, it may be proper to ſet forth the 
danger and inefficacy of that deſtructive mineral, 

There are not wanting ſufficient authorities amongſt me- 
dical practitioners, both ancient and modern, to prove the 
ineſficacy of mercury in the cure of the venereal diſeaſe ; 
and even thoſe who are bigotted to its uſe, as the only ſpe- 
cific in general practice, aſſerting it to be a fate medicine in 
the hands of a ſkilful practitioner, yet muſt acknowledge, 
that when applied by the inexperienced, it 1s always dan- 
gerous, and very often deſtructive. 

The Greeks ſuppoſed this fluid to be corroſtve and poi- 
ſonous; it was firſt introduced into medicine by the Ara- 
bians externally againſt various cutaneous maladies. About 
the end of the igth century it was in practice with ſome of 
the European phyſicians ; but was not generally eſtabliſhed 
till the beginning of the 16th century, when it began 
to be internally ventured on in venereal and ſome other 
diſeaſes, Quickſilver, 
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Quickſilver, it is true, has been given internally 1 in many 
caſes, without prejudice, even to a large quantity; but the 
external application of it hath very often proved injurious 
to thoſe who in the venereal diſeaſe have made the unhappy 
experiment. A great many it hath proved ſuddenly de- 


ſtructive to; hath cauſed a tremor, inſenſibility, palſy, 


perpetual lameneſs to ſome ; to others an ill and frequently 
incurable habit of body. 

„The cure by Undton (ſays Fernelius) is attended with 
much danger to the nerves, and rather eaſes the complaints 


| by its cold ſtupefactive. quality, than eradicates the fomes; 


and though the humours are drained away in large quantities, 
yet the diſtemper returns oftentimes, and the patient after 
MANY YEARS of his ſuppoſed cure, relapſes and grows 
worſe than ever.” 

J. B. Montanus gives an account of a perſon, ſeized 
with an epilepſy immediately upon being anointed, and 
ſays, That if any receive a cure thereby it muſt be by ac- 
cident. 

Fallopius obſerves, that if the diſtemper be not at firſt 
ſubdued by Mercury, it will be uſeleſs to apply that remedy 


afterwards; and he gives inſtances of patients who had been 


anointed and nodes ariſing on the ſhin bones ſome years 
after, he opened them, and found the quickſilver in their 
pores. 

And an eminent phyſician of our own times obſerves, 
that if mercurial ointment be rubbed upou a chancre, be- 


ginning bubo, &c. and repeated daily three or four times, 
it will remove the appearance of the diſcaſe from the part, 
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but it will drive it into the conſtitution. Alſo, that in a 
ſcorbutic or ſcrophulous habit, tainted with the venereal, 
if a ſmall quantity of mercurial ointment be rubbed on any 
part of the body, it will in many inſtances produce a violent 
falivation, that in ſpite of all ſorts of remedies will run on 
for ſeveral weeks, the patient reduced in ſtrength, and the 
taint ſtill remain, though the ſalivation has been ſo inordi- 
nate, 

But however free from danger the uſe of quickſilver may 
be, ſome of its preparations are exceedingly poiſonous ; 
but above all (ſays Dr. Allen) the corrofeue ſublimate.— 
This, like raging fire, catches and deſtroys all before it.“ 

Inſtances are given by ancient writers, of perſons ſud- 
denly dropping down dead on the adminiſtration of mercu- 
rial pills; and many of them declare mercury to bea poiſon 
uſed in any form whatever, being injurious to the nerves, 
by its cold ſtupefactive quality inducing tremors, palſies, 
convulſions, and a train of the moſt baneful nervous ſymp- 
toms. Theſe notions, however, would now be deemed 
enthuſiaſtic and abſurd, as no doubt but mercury has fre- 
quently been adminiſtered to advantage ; yet it requires a 
great deal of ſkill, both in the diſorder and the preparation, 
to render it ſafe and productive of good effetts. 

It is no uncommon caſe for patients under very eminent 
praftitioners; to be pronounced perfectly cured, the ſymp- 
toms having totally diſappeared, and yet the diſeaſe will 
unexpectedly return again, perhaps with greater rage and 
violence than before. This generally proceeds from wrong 
meaſures taken at firſt ; for there is a material difference 

between 
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between deſtroying the virus, and obliging the ſymptoms 
to diſappear. A few doſes of calomel mixed with the com. 
mon purging pill, by weakening the ſpring of the fibres, 
will, in many inſtances oblige the diſorder to diſappear and 
retreat into the habit ; but the virus is not thereby deſlroy. 
ed; it only lurks in the blood, and muſt conſequently break 
out again as ſoon as the ſolids have recovered their former 


tone and vigour. 


: 5 . "IR \ 
A very eminent and ingenious prattitioner a few years 


back publiſhed a pamphlet, recomending a ſaline prepara. 
tion of mercury, which being rubbed with a ſufficient quan- 
tity of any mild powder, is applied to the mouth in ſmall 
portions, where, by a proper degree of friction, it is ab- 
ſorbed immediately, and (he obſerves) produces its full 


effects upon the ſyſtem, without doing injury to the ſtomach 4 


or bowels.— This, however, is a horrid method, and tho! it 


may poſſibly be found in ſome caſes to anſwer the intention, 


yet its application is often attended with diſagreeable effects, 


and its diſadvantages have been found to more than coun- 


terbalance its advantages. The following caſe, will ſuf. 
ciently illuſtrate the znelegancy (in give it no harſher epithet} 


of this method : 


A gentleman witha recent inſeſtion was apparently cured 
by mercurials ; but ſome time after he was ſurpriſed by the 
appearance of a ſmall very ſlubborn ulcer. To cure this, 
he applied the method of abſorption above-mentioned, and 
perſevered in it till his teeth became black and diſagreeable, 
his breath was rendered ſo offenſive that no perſon could 
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bear to come within ſome yards of him, he was totally 
emaciated, but the ulcer was not removed, and his injured 
conſlitution dearly experienced the horrors and inefficacy 
of this application. He took only ſix bottles of the medi- 
cine recommended in the following pages: at the end of 
the third the ulcer was healed, and at the completion of the 
fifth his conſtitution was reſtored to a degree of aſtoniſh- 
ment. 


Allowing, however, for a moment, that Mercury hath 
ſufficient power to eradicate the venereal virus; yet there 
are two ſubſtantial reaſons for forbearing the uſe of it, where 
more ſafe and efficacious remedies may be had recourſe to. 

One objetton to the nſe of mercury is, the danger to 
which the patient is expoſed ſhould he happen to take cold 
whilſt under a courſe of it. Many perſons are ſo negligent 
as to uſe mercurials without taking the leaſt care either to 
avoid cold, or obſerve a proper regimen; the conſequence 
of ſuch conduct muſt be obvious. The metropolis pro- 
duces daily too many inſtances of the propriety of this ob- 
jection : perſons vend their diabolical compoſitions under 
various names, pretending that they may be taken without 
any confinement or reſtriction, being free from every dan- 
gerous quality; when the fact is, they are © mere vehicles 
of corroſive ſublimate,” and if the unfortunate perſons who 
get into their clutches by any accident take cold, they ſoon 
feel, and perhaps have reaſon never to forget, the fatal 
effects thereof. A judicious praflitioner will adminiſter 
mercurials with the utmoſt caution ; and give his patient 

particular 
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particular directions to avoid ſuch danger, well knowing 
that without care the remedy often proves worſe than the 
diſeaſe. 5 
A ſecond objeftion to the uſe of mercury is, that even a 
ſalivation does not evacuate it out of the ſyſtem, and it is of 
ſo ſubtile a nature, that it is not poſſible to ſay how long it 


may lie dormant andimperceptible, yet its action be repro. 
duced by many caſual circumſtances incident to the human 
frame; and in the courſe of practice variety of caſes have 
been met with wherein a ſalivation hath returned after every 
effort hath been made to evacuate the mercury from the 
ſyſtem. Theſe, aſſertions are not made merely by way of 
inveighing againſt mercury; but they are founded on prac- 
tice as well as on the opinion of ſeveral of the moſt emi- 


nent of the faculty: Dr. Saunders, Dr. Brockleſby, Mr. 


Bromfield, Mr. Howard, and Mr. Perry have publicly 
declared themſelves to the fame effect; and two inſtances 
are particularly recorded; one of a perſon, who after ſali- 
vation and an appearance of perfect recovery, caught cold 
in a ſhower of rain, had a ſecond ſalivation in conſequence, 
and died in a few days; the other of a young lady, who 
died of a ſecond ſalivation, which cauſed a mortification. 
Such evidence of the danger and inefficacy of mercury 
one would ſuppoſe ſufficient to deter people from the uſe 


of remedies ſo hazardous even if ſkilfully admininiſtered ; 


but particularly from applying in their diſtreſs to thoſe ig- 


norant perſons who impudently ſport with the lives of their 
tellow mortals.

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TO be of ſervice to our fellow creatures is one of the 
grand duties incumbent on mankind in general; and whether 
it is done by giving eaſe and health to the afflicted, 
relieving the diſtreſſed, or in whatever manner it is in 
our power to be of public utility, it it is our duty to do 
it to the utmoſt of our abilities. It is neceſſary, therefore,

Neceſſity induces me to lay my cafe before you, a 
caſe which has baffled ſeveral phyſicians and ſurgeons, who 
are under the denomination of being the firſt of their pro- 

feſſion in London. Laſt Auguſt I found myſelf * 
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with the venereal diſeaſe, upon which I made application 
to a ſurgeon, who gave me a preparation of mercury. I 
continued under his direction for three months, at which pe- 
riod L found myſelf ſome degrees worſe than at my commence.

ment I held, as being incapable of doing any thing. I was

tact had like to have ſent me a journey I was yet ill pre- 
pared for. They all pronounced me in a decline, and never

rupt ſtate, as my hands are all breaking out, ſeemingly

That it was venereal 
is beyond a doubt, and that he received the infection from 
the ſeat of a privy is very evident. lt appeared, that about 
a fortnight before, he had occaſion, at an inn upon the 
road, for the privy, which a perſon had ſo recently left 
that the ſeat was warm ; that he afterwards found upon the 
penis a very ſmall quantity of whitiſh matter, which he 
whiped off with his ſhirt, and two or three days after the 
inflammatory ſtate commenced —He was treated as a ve- 
nereal patient, and cured in a ſhort time. It would appear 
from this, that a perſon infected, not only with a plentiful 
diſcharge, but alſo perhaps with a chancre or ulcers, had 
accidentally diſcharged ſome of the matter on the edge of the 
ſeat, which being immediately received by a ſound perſon, 


had conveyed a ſufficiency of the virus, to communicate 
the infection. '

to the ſize of an egg or larger, my teeth and gums became 
fore ; my mouth, tongue and palate in a moſt tormenting 
ſtate, my face much ſwelled, and violent pains in my jaw- 
bones; nor could I get a moment's ſleep, the diſcharge of 
fetid ſaliva was ſo great; my breath alſo was tainted, my 
teeth black and filled with diſagreeable excrement between, 
and, in ſhort, I was in a compleat ſalivation.

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Ference between venereal ſymptoms, and thoſe often 
miſtaken for them. 


THIS is the moſt important article that can be recommended to the 
attention of any perſon who has ever been infected with this diſeaſe ; 
for it commonly leaves ſuch a depreſſion upon the ſpirits, particularly 
where large quantities of mercury have been adminiſtered, that the 
patient is either driven to deſpair, or forced mto the hands of ignorant 
pretenders, who put him under treatment for a complaint, of which, 
probably he had not the leaſt ſymptom. 

All eruptive diſorders of the ſkin, if they happen without mani- 
feſt cauſe, and obſtinately elude the force of medicine, are figns of a 
venereal taint ; but muſt be diſtinguiſhed from diſorders of the ſkin, 
which are critical, and not venereal ; or from yellow or livid ſcorbutic 
ſpots, which abound moſt where other marks of a confirmed ſcurvy 
appear, 

. of the throat, noſe, palate, and gums, with rottenneſs of the 
bones contiguous, are often obſerved in an inveterate pox; but to 
diſtinguiſh theſe it muſt be remarked, that venereal ulcers firſt at - 
tack the tonſil glands and throat, then the gums, but more rarely 
and flow. Whilſt, on the contrary, ſcorbutic ulcers firſt attack the 
gums, and afterwards the throat. 

Venereal ulcers frequently ſeize the noſe, with a rottenneſs of the 
ſabjacent bones; but ſcorbutic ulcers ſeldom if ever, 

Venercal ulcers corrode and form cavities ; ſcorbutic ones ſhoot out 

ſpungy excreſcences, or proud fleſh. 

Venereal pains are gen rally increaſed by the heat of the bed; 
whilft thoſe of the ſcurvy, gout, and rheumat:im, are eaſed thereby, , 

Venereal pains are chiefly confined to the ſolid or middle part of the t 
bones of the legs and arms; ſcorbutic ones to the joints and mem- 
braneous parts of the body, 6 | | |

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Venereal pains will not yield to common medicines, but others are 

removed by flannel, or warm weather. 5 
If a deep ſeated violent pain has occupied the ſame part for a con- 
fiderable time, obſtinately refiſting all remedies; or, if the patient 
has been ſeized with a chillnefs for ſeveral evenings together, ſuc- 
ceeded by a feveriſh heat, and ſweats towards the morning, they are 
ſigns of a latent pox. + Oy 1 
If after chancres ſuddenly dried up, a bubo repelled, or gonorrhœa 
reſtrained, by art or accident, the fame complaints break out again, 
without freſh cauſe, then it is evident the patient is poxed, 

Buboes, warts, chancres, or excreſcences, after an apparent cure, 
without intimacy with a ſuſpected perſon, are certain ſigns of the 
ſtrongeſt infection. 

There are certain ſymptoms peculiar to Women in the venereal 
diſeaſe, as a ſuppreſſion or overflowing of the menſes ; ſcirrhus or 
cancer of the breaſt ; hyſteric affections ; inflammation, ſcirrhus, ulcer, 
or cancer of the womb ; they are frequently barren, or ſubject to 
abortion ; or if they bring children into the world, they are ſtrumous, 
ricketty, hectical, and emaciated, or perhaps half rotten. 
hut it is of the utmoſt conſequence for them to diſtinguiſh a freſh 
venereal from the Fluor Albus, or whites ; for as the former is ma- 

lignant and inflammatory, and the other commonly ariſes from weak 
neſs and relaxation, the remedies are directly contrary. 

In the Fluor Albus the diſcharge proceeds from the vagina and the 
cavity of the womb, the menſes being ſeldom regular. But in the 
gonorrhea it proceeds from parts contiguous to the urinary paſſage, 
and continues whilſt the menſes flow. 

In the Fluor Albus the diſcharge is attended with pains in the loin 
and loſs of ſtrength, with ſeldom any inflammation or heat of urine, 
except after a long continuance of the diſcharge, which becoming 
: ſharp, excoriates the ſurrounding parts. But in the gonorrhea, the 

diſcharge is preceded by inflammation, itching and heat of urine 
there is a frequent irritation to make water, and the orifice of the 
urinary paſſage becomes prominent and painful. 

In the fluor the diſcharge comes on more gentle, and may be pro- 
duced from a variety of cauſes, as ſprains, frequent abortion, long 
illneſs, or irregularity of the menſes; but in the gonorrhcea it often 
appears ſuddcnly without any evident cauſe. 

Laftly, The colour of the diſcharge, in bad habits of body, is 
ſometimes the ſame, viz. yellow or greeniſh ; but is uſually more 
_ offenſive and greater in quantity: Whilſt that of the gonorrhcea is not 

attended with thoſe ſymptoms of weakneſs, as well as ſmall in quan- 
rity, But if an inflammation or chancre happen to fix upon the 
Vagina Uteri, the queſtion is then put out of all diſpute, and the 
diſeaſe may ſafely be pronounced venereal, |

GLEETS and SEMINAL WEAKNESSES. 


GLEETS and ſeminal emiſhons have been generally 
allowed to be very difficult of cure. Perhaps no diſeaſe 
hath baffled the ſkill of the faculty more; and they muſt 
allow, that in many inſtances they have given more trouble 
than the moſt acute diſorders. This difficulty muſt ariſe 
either from the original cauſc not being thoroughly inveſti- 
gated, or (what is too often the caſe) want of perſeverance 
in the patient in the uſe of proper medicines; for the cure 
of theſe kind of weakneſſes, in general, require a longer 
time to effect than patients expect. 

A gleet, called alſo the ſimple or benign gonorrhœa, is 
an involuntary efflux of ſeminal juice; or, as Dr. Fordyce, 
defines it, © An increaſed ſecretion from the mucous glands 

ol the urethra without infection. The diſcharged matter is 
mild 
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mild and generally whitiſh, occaſioning no diſorder on the 
parts through which it paſſes, or on which it falls... 

Weakneſs in the parts is the PRINCIPAL CAUSE, which 

may be occaſtoned particularly by exceffive or too early ve- 


nery, and the practice of ſelf- pollution, to which youth are 


ſo generally addicted. It may alſo be occaſioned by relax- 
ation owing to heat of climate, as alſo by the ſhock of any 
violent diſorder, violent or too frequent purging, exceſs of 
ſpirituous liquors, cold, too frequent coition, violent exer- 
ciſe, and acrimony in a cachochymic, ſcorbutic or ar- 


thritic habit. It often happens, likewiſe, that after a ve. 


nereal infection, a gleet will remain and be very trouble- 
ſome, even though every ſymptom of the diſeaſe hath 
diſ appeared. 

A venereal gonorrhcea frequently repeated, improperly 
treated, and even with the moſt judicious treatment, often 


ends in a gleet, which may proceed from ſome remains of 
the infection, or merely from relaxation. It is of conſe- 
gquence, however, for the patient to be aſſured of this be- 


fore he attempts the cure; becauſe the ſtopping a venereal 


gleet before the infection is removed, is fometimes attended 
with bad conſequences. 


If the diſcharge be inconſtant, and is obſervable only 


upon ſtraining to ſtool, or when ſtimulated by laſcivious 
deſires, there is no reaſon to apprehend any infection re- 
maining; but if the diſcharge. is conſtant and obſtinate, it 
s to be feared the diſorder is ſtill lurking within. If the 
patient, however, be ſtill doubtful, he would do well to 
be perfettly ſatisfied by going through a courſe of Dr. 
N | Hodſon's 
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Hodſon's Vegetable Syrup, which is recommended in — 
diſorders. 

Seminal weakneſſes alſo, are ſometimes occaſioned by a 
ſcorbutic humour in the blood, and often by weakneſſes 
ariſing from inoculation for the ſmall-pox ; in which caſes 
likewiſe a courſe of the Vegetable Syrup is recommended, 
previous to taking theſe Drops.

Theſe conſiderations ought to be impreſſed on the minds of 
young people early, as it is too late to caution them againſt 
a danger when they have got ſo far in that they cannot 
eſcape it. Nature, it is true, prompts us ſometimes ta 
bathe in the enticing ſtreams of pleaſure ; but our paſſions 
ſhould be moderated by reaſon, and we ought not to ſuffer 
the one ſo far to get the aſcendency over the other as to 
bring on a total inability to comply with the reaſonable de- 
ſires of nature; for that will be found to be the caſe even 
in what is deemed the prime of life, if our early paſſions are 
\ : not 
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would they attentively conſider what a load of afflictions 
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not moderated; and a premature old age muſt ine vitably be 
the conſequence of a diſſipated youth, if proper reſtoratives 
be not timely applied to. However young people ſhould 
not give themſelves up to voluptuouſneſs, in the hope that 
ſuch balſamic reſtoratives are happily to be obtained. A 
conſtitution may be ſo far debilitated that the beſt remedies 
will prove ineffectual for its reſtoration, Moſt diſeaſes are 
much eaſier to prevent than to cure; and though I would

of our nature and conſtitution, that a vicious. youth muſt 


neceſſarily groan under a decrepid old age, ſhould he reach 
that ſtage of life. Our bodies are not able to ſuſtain the 


repeated ſhocks of our ungovernable luſts; if by an eager 
| Purſuit of pleaſure our ſolids are kept upon the continual | 


ſtretch, they muſt wear out, and either ſubject us to an 
immature death, or the mortifying reflections of repenting 
age. 

Would thoſe young 8 therefore, who ſo early 
and ardently offer themſelves before the ſhrine of Venus, 
but ſeriouſly take a view of the dreadful precipice on which 
they ſtand, when they thus ſtray from the paths of virtue; 


they 
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chey are treaſuring up for themſelves by their diflolute way 


of life; and could they but conceive the horrors of that : 


i e ſtate which will moſt aſſuredly be their portion; 
the dread of what is to come would be ſufficient to cool the 


warmth of paſſion, and guard them againſt the temptation 
of the moſt enchanting vices. 


Perhaps the chief cauſe of infidelity on one part in the 


marriage ſtate may be attributed to the debilitation of the 
other occaſioned by the imprudences above alluded to. 
This conſideration might ſurely have ſome weight, and 
ſtop them in the midſt of their diſſipation, At leaſt it 
ought to oblige them to ſeek for proper aſſiſtance for the 
reſtoration of their conſtitutton before they enter into a 
ſtate for the duties of which they are totally incapable, and 
which conſequently, inſtead of provinga life of pleaſure and 
happineſs, muſt inevitably be a continual ſcene of diſcon- 


tent and miſery.—From relaxed and debilitated conſtitu- 


tions, proceeding from any of the cauſes above alluded to, 
ariſe many diſagreeable circumſtances, ſuch as impotency, 


barrenneſs, palpitation of the heart, weakneſs, dulneſs, 
_ trembling, melancholy, loſs of memory, nervous affections, 
lowneſs of ſpirits, nocturnal and involuntary emiſſions, par- 
ticularly in making water or upon ſtool, with a total di ſin- 
clination as well as inability for venereal enjoyments ; and 
in the end palſies, lethargies, or a waſting conſumption, 


with a complication of every thing deitruttiye to the human 


frame. 


In men there often appears redneſs and inflammation of 
the glans penis, a diſagreeable itching ſenſation, and a 
| | mucus 
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mucus between the preputium and the glans, which being 
barboured there occaſions a rank ſmelling furrineſs. 
In women it cauſes the fluor albus, or whites, weakneſs 


and pains in the back, relaxation of the womb, inward - 


waſtings and decays, &c. 

It is of infinite conſequence to the patient, however, that 
the originating cauſe ſhould be thoroughly inveſtigated ; 
becauſe if it proceeds from the remains of a venereal infec- 
tion, or from a ſcorbutic or cachochymic habit, the body 
ſhould be properly regulated before ſtrengthening medicines 
are uſed. This being duly attended to, the uſe of the bal-

SELF-POLLUTION. 


As to the numerous train of evils which ariſe from the 
habit of ſelf-abuſe, it can be of little ſervice to caution thoſe 
perſons to avoid a danger who have never any opportunity 
of obſerving that caution : this emaciating practice is too 
frequently imbibed amongſt play-fellows, and in ſchools, 

where 
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where treatiſes of this kind are never admitted. Boys wan- 
tonly point it out to each other, not knowing, perhaps, the 
danger that attends it. Young people think not that the 
prolific juice which they are ſo laviſh of in their juvenile 
days, is the ſource of all their ſprightlineſs and activity, 
and will be wanted in their riper years, to ſupport them in 
caſe of ſickneſs, and in health to fit them for the neceſſary 
occupations of life. No friendly monitor informs them, 
that a continuance of ſuch practices will bring on diſorders 
which muſt terminate in the moſt dreadful conſequences; 
and that ere they have reached the meridian of their days 
they will drag on a miſerable life, deprived of memory and 
all vigour of mind; real ſpectacles of wretchedneſs, no 
longer men, but animals half dead. 


But though it is not probable, that young people ſhould 


ſee this treatiſe time enough to prevent them entering into 
ſuch courſes; yet it may be a means of perſuading tkem to 
refrain from a continuation thereof, and of reſtoring their 
ſtrength and vigour, juſt to point out ſome of the ſymptoms 
conſequent of ſuch conduct, and to recommend a proper 
remedy, Happy will it be for the reader, ſhould he have 
been ſo unfortunate as to have ſuffered from any of the above 
mentioned cauſes, if he has prudence enough to receive this 
friendly caution, and reſolution ſufficient to wean himſelf 
from a continuance in the cauſe of his misfortune ! and the 
intention of theſe pages will be fully anſwered, whether 
they tend to reſtore health to conſtitutions already injured, 
or guard the unwary from a continuance in vices, which in 


the end muſt be their inevitable ruin ; for theſe kind of 
M pleaſures 
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pleaſures not only impair the conſtitution of the body, but 
weaken and enervate the nobleſt faculties of the ſoul, 
whereby the whole man is frequently brought to bend under 
the weight of the moſt melancholy circumſtances. 

This vice has generally been diſtinguiſhed by the name 
of Onani/m, being the ſuppoſed crime for which the Lord 
flew Onan, as recorded in the g8th chapter of Geneſis.— 
The puniſhment here inflicted upon the ſon of Judah, fuf- 
ficiently teſtifies the heinouſneſs of the crime in the ſight of 
God. Itis, indeed, a perverting of his divine order : it is 
the proſtitution of thoſe organs and powers with which he 
endowed man, for the purpoſe of increaſing the members 
of his heavenly kingdom, to the gratification of a diaboli- 
cal paſſion : It is turning the grace of God into laſciviouſ- 
neſs, violating his law of propagation, and plunging the 
foul from its origiual feat in heavenly bliſs to the dark 
regions of miſery and woe But the melancholy gloom 
which this deftruftive habit caſts over the ſouls of its vota- 
Ties, demands the balm of conſolation, rather than the 
arrows of vindictive juſtice : Turn, then, ye unthinking 
mortals! turn from the paths that lead to deſtruction, and 
walk in the road that will carry you to happineſs. Fly from 
this tempting, this deceittul fin, whoſe ſyren charms allure 
you to your ruin. Turn to that all-gracious Lord, who is 
now waiting only that he may be gracious. There is ſtill 
balm in Gilead, —there is ſtill the Great Phyſician there. 
He hath loved you with an everlaſting love; and his arms 
are open to receive you. He alſo is able to ſave you, and 


he will ſupport you in all your temptations. His ſtrength 
will

will be perfected in your weakneſs, and if you are but 
ſtedfaſt in your deſire to flee from this ſin, —in all your 


ſtruggles, —in all your dangers, trials, diſtreſſes and aſſaulis 


of the enemy, you will be more than conquerors, through 
Chriſt that loved you ! 

This miſerable deſtroyer of the human race 1s generally 
contratted at an early period of life, even before nature has 
ſtamped the marks of puberty, and without the party re- 
flecting that it is ſinful, or knowing that it is injurious. At 
ſo early a period as that of exght years (as appears by the 
caſes hereafter inſerted) have boys been taught this baneful 
habit. It is commonly prattiſed in great ſchools, and, alas! 
too often pointed out to the innocent and unguarded youth, 
by thoſe who ought to ule the greateſt care and watchfulneſs 
in preſerving them from tt. 

Deluded children! little do they imagine that to be the 
firſt ſtep to an age of miſery and woe! Happy, indeed, 
would it be if that innocence with which they firſt enter 
into the vicious habit could preſerve them from the conſe- 


quences that inevitably follow the practice thereof. But 


vice 1s like a ſhelving pool : fhallow at the brink, it may 
be entered without any apparent danger ; but when once 
in, man gets deeper and deeper imperceptibly, till at length: 
he gets overwhelmed; and ſoon as cuſtom has obtained any 
degree of ſtrength, the ſoul and body both concur in ſolicit- 
ing this crime ; the ſoul, beſet with unclean thoughts, ex- 
cites laſcivious emotions; and if it be diverted for ſome 
moments by other ideas, the ſharp humours, which irritate 
the organs of generation, ſoon draw it back. 
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The truth of theſe obſervations would be ſufficient to 
ſtop young people in this pernicious progreſs, if they could | 
foreſee, that in this reſpett one falſe ſtep brings on another; | 
that they cannot reſiſt temptation ; that in proportion as the 
motives of ſeduction increaſe, reaſon, which ſhould keep 

them within bounds, is weakened ; and, in a word, they 
find themſelves plungedina ſea of miſery, without, perhaps, 
the hope of a ſingle plank to eſcape upon. If ſometimes 
early infirmities give them notice ; if the danger terrifies 7 
them for ſome moments, when the infirmity is relieved and 
the danger over, rage precipitates them afreſh, 
The abſolute controul which this practice gains over the 
| ſenſes is beyond expreſſion. No ſooner has this unclean. 
neſs got the maſter over the heart, but it purſues its votary 
every where, and keeps poſſeſſion of him at all times and 
in all places. Upon the moſt ſerious occaſions, and in the 
moſt ſolemn acts of religion, he finds himſelf in a manner 
tranſported with luſtful conceptions and deſires, which take 
up all his thoughts. 

Nothing ſo much weakens the mind as that continual 
bent of it to one object, which is the caſe with thoſe addicted 
to Onaniſm; and in whatever vocation a perſon is engaged 
in, ſome degree of attention is required, which this per- 
nicious practice renders them incapable of.

and renders exerciſe difficult; it cauſes emaciation, and 
pains in the membrane of the brain, which patients call a 
diy burning heat, and which inceſſantly burns internally 
the moſt noble parts. The ſpinal marrow does not only 
waſte, but the mind and body equally languiſh, and the 
man periſhes a miſerable victim. By theſe emiſhons not 
only the powers are loſt, but the memory fails, the ſight is 
clouded, and the voice becomes hoarſe. 

Young people of either ſex, who devote themſelves to 
laſciviouſneſs, deſtroy their health in diſſipating thoſe 
powers which were deſtined to bring their bodies to their 
greateſt degree of vigour. The ſeminal liquor has ſo great 
an influence upon the corporeal powers, and upon perfect 
digeſtion, which repairs them, that phyſicians in general 
are of opinion, that the loſs of one ounce of this liquor 
would weaken more than that of forty ounces of blood.
